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Bigsteps 
for Sophie 
after op 


TODDLER Sophie Chan¬ 
dler is back on her feet 
after enduring a major 
operation and months in 
a full body cast. 

She is now walking tall, 
having taken her first steps 
since she had an eight- 
hour hip operation as a 
one-year-old. 

She has received treatment for 
a condition called developmental 
dysplasia of the hip, which meant 
the ball and socket of her hip did 
not develop properly - the socket 
was too shallow 

It affects about 2,000 babies a 
year but is normally spotted 
straight after birth, allowing for 
swift treatment to avoid invasive 
surgery If left untreated it can 
lead to deformity and disability 

Surgeons had to cut the 
tendons in Sophie’s groin then 
realign her thigh by breaking it, 
twisting it and reducing it in size. 
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She was then put in a series of 
plaster casts stretching from her 
ribs to her ankles which held her 
legs apart using metal rods. 

During her four months in 
plaster, Sophie could only sit and 
watch as her older brother, Josh, 
and sister, Emily, ran around and 
played at the family home in Cal- 
ford Drive, Haverhill. 

Now finally, three months after 
her cast was removed, 21-month- 
old Sophie has finally regained 
the strength in her legs to walk. 

Her mum Tina, 37, looked on 
with pride and relief as she took 
her first faltering steps in their 
front room and started to “cruise” 
the furniture. 

Tina, an insurance administ¬ 
rator, said there were times when 
she felt it impossible to imagine 
that her daughter would walk. 

She said: “She’s still a bit unsure 
of her footing and she fell over 


quite a lot, but it’s baby steps and 
I’m so proud and happy. 

“It’s been a horrible ordeal. She 
looked so uncomfortable in the 
cast. It was horrible to see and 
hard to envisage her as normal 
little girl again.” 

Sophie’s right leg is now shorter 
than her left, which will give her 
trouble walking and playing 
sport. 

Doctors expect her to need 
further corrective surgery in a 
couple of years, during which 
they will remove a metal plate 
from her thigh.

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Town will be 
policing hub 


FEARS that Haverhill 
police officers could 
have to travel to Bury St 
Edmunds each day to 
receive their duties have 
been allayed as the town 
has been chosen as the 
site for one of nine new 
policing hubs across 
Suffolk. 

Concerned officers and local 
councillor Tim Marks had 
voiced their opposition to one 
of the options being con¬ 
sidered by the Suffolk Police 
Authority. This would have 
meant Haverhill’s response 
officers had to report to the 
nearest local base at Bury St 
Edmunds at the beginning and 
end of their shift. 

At Friday’s meeting of the 
authority it was agreed that 
the existing network of 23 
bases across the county, where 
response officers are briefed, 
be replaced by nine new ones, 
at Haverhill, Sudbury, Bury St 
Edmunds, Mildenhall, Stow- 
market, Ipswich, Woodbridge, 
Halesworth and Lowestoft. 

The paper before the 
authority said the changes 
were to improve the efficiency 
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and effectiveness of the 
response function across the 
county and would not affect 
Safer Neighbourhood Team 
officers. 

They are due to come into 
effect next spring. 

Cllr Marks, who is a member 
of the police authority, said 
representations had been 
made by himself and other 
councillors against the Bury St 
Edmunds option and he was 
pleased that it had not been 
adopted. 

He said: “We made the point 
that we could not really rely on 
Bury for our response service 
and I think we have come out 
of it quite well. One of the 
points I made is that Haverhill 
is the fifth largest town in 
Suffolk and growing rapidly. 

“The whole point of this 
change is that there is going to 
be a new dynamic response 
system throughout the county 
so that you are never more 
than 15 minutes drive away 
from a response car and I 
think it will work quite well. 
The new technology they have 


means they are able to control 
the situation over the whole 
county and the closest avail¬ 
able police car can be sent to 
attend a call.” 

The paper said officers 
would work as one team 
across the county meeting all 
demands and the most imp¬ 
ortant determining factor in 
the location of response bases 
had been ease of access to 
surrounding areas. 

Haverhill had been chosen 
because of the ease of acc¬ 
essibility to surrounding areas 
and the existing availability of 
suitable accommodation. 

The report said: “Having a 
real time central overview of 
all resources will ensure that 
response targets are met 
throughout the county and 
effective central management 
of assigned beats, annual 
leave, refreshment breaks and 
other abstrations, will ensure 
that the right staff are on duty, 
in the right place and at the 
right time. 

“A comprehensive patrol 
plan has been developed to 
ensure appropriate coverage 
across the county at all times.” 


Company plans 
new plant 

A LARGE national company has 
put in a planning application to 
build a new galvanizing plant in 
Haverhill. 

Wedge Group Galvanizing, which 
has its head office in the West 
Midlands and plants across the 
country, has applied to St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
to build a replacement building to 
create a galvanising plant after 
demolition of single storey 
offices and the creation of a new 
HGV access onto the road at 
Piperell Way, Haverhill. 

A spokesman for the company 
confirmed it wanted to create a 
new plant in Haverhill, but 
declined to comment further until 
the application is determined by 
the council.

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Pervert pestered 
lap top repair staff 


Plea for outfits after 
raid by vandals 
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COMPUTER repair shop staff 
pestered by a customer who wanted 
his laptop mended grew suspicious 
- and found hundreds of filthy 
images of children on the hard- 
drive. 

They scanned Kim Bearstead’s laptop after 
he kept asking how the repair work was 
going. 

Bearstead, 55, of Orkney Close, Haverhill, 
admitted 17 specimen charges, 16 of making 
indecent images of children aged under 16 
and one of possessing such images, when he 
appeared at Bury St Edmunds Magistrate’s 
Court. 

Magistrates ruled their powers of 
punishment were insufficient after hearing 
descriptions of the images, involving naked 
girls aged from four to 11. 

Although most of them were at the least 
serious Level 1 on the five-level Copine scale, 
others were up to Level 4, showing children 
involved in sexual activity with adults. 

Kevin Lowson, prosecuting, said the 
offences came to light in Lebruary when 
Bearstead, who has no previous convictions, 
took his laptop to be repaired at a shop in 
Haverhill. 

Staff became suspicious when Bearstead 
constantly contacted them about the work, 
found the indecent images and contacted 
the police. 

Mr Lowson said: “These are specimen 
offences. There were a considerable number 
of images of very young children, certainly 
hundreds. This all came to light when the 
defendant took his lap top computer for 
repair on Lebruary 16, 2009, to a repair shop 
in Haverhill. 

“Because he was constantly contacting 
the shop to find out what was going on, staff 
became suspicious and looked to see what 
was on the computer. As a result they 
notified the police, who examined the 
computer and investigated the case.” 

Mark Thompson, for Bearstead, said the 
charges related to samples taken from a total 
of 550 pictures found, some of them 
duplicates. 

He asked magistrates to retain sentencing 
of his client, as most of the images were at 
Level 1 and he had only viewed them, not 
stored them or passed them on to others. He 
had not been involved in the making of the 
images, which were all stills. 

Magistrates ruled his case should go to 
Ipswich Crown Court for sentence and 
extended his conditional bail.

Plans go in for new primary school 


WORK is due to start next 
spring on a new primary school 
based on Haverhill’s largest 
housing estate as part of the 
reorganisation of schools in 
Suffolk following the axing of all 
middle schools. 

Plans have been submitted 
to St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council by Suffolk County 
Council to build a 210-place 
New Clements Primary School 
at Greenfields Way, Haverhill, to 
replace the existing one at 
Gloucester Road. 

The plan is for a new school 
building, close to the recently 


built Clements Surgery and 
Cartwheels Children’s Centre, 
as well as sports pitches, 
vehicular and pedestrian 
access, car park, landscaping 
and footpath diversion. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said the 
planning application referred 
to the relocation of Clements 
Primary School, which was part 
of the school organisation 
review in the Haverhill area. 
Local consultation had shown 
that people preferred to see a 
new school built close to other 
new facilities on the estate, 


rather than have work done to 
extend the existing school. 
Under the changes to a two-tier 
system due to start to take 
effect next year, children will 
stay at primary schools until 
they are 11, then move on to 
upper school. This will increase 
pupil numbers and facilities 
needed at primary schools in 
Haverhill and surrounding 
villages. 

The new school will be 
located on Puddlebrook Lield, a 
short distance from the original 
school, and the old site has 
been ‘swapped’ with St

GATES cleverly design¬ 
ed by a group of stu¬ 
dents as giant leaves 
will be used to bring a 
street up to date. 

Students from Samuel Ward 
Arts and Technology College 
and Castle Manor Business 
and Enterprise College in 
Haverhill have created the 
designs for the newly-en¬ 
hanced Queen Street, to 
improve its links with the new 
Station Yard Tesco store due 
to open this autumn. 

They include sculptures of 
figures from the town, 
planters for the new land¬ 
scaping and leaf gates which 
will stand at either end of the 
street. 

The designs were presented 
to the Haverhill Working Party 
last Thursday and will now be 
made before being installed 
in the autumn. St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council has a 
budget of £20,000 for the art 
work and £10,000 for the 
gates. 

Samuel Ward students Will 
Howe, Megan Farenden and 
Emily Carr were among up to 
30 students who contributed 
to the project and whose 
ideas were merged to create 
the final design. 



The leaves will be cast in 
aluminium coated with a 
steel patination, which will 
change with age to give a 
rust coloured appearance. 

Pedestrians will be able to 
walk in a gap between them, 
but cars will not be able to 



get past during the hours 
when the street is closed to 
traffic. They will be removed 
each evening. There will also 
be two or more sculptures 
bolted down, based on 
photographs of a mother and 
a child walking along and a 
man holding an umbrella 
over a bench. 

Emily said: “I think it will be 
really cool in 20 or 30 years 
time when our children or 
grandchildren see it and we 
will be able to say ‘I helped 
make that’.”

Bid to save Roman 
Road from damage 


FANS of a Cambridgeshire 
beauty spot are celebrating 
after the county council 
agreed to shut it off to 
motor vehicles. 

Walkers using the 2,000- 
year-old Roman Road 
between Horseheath and 
Linton had complained the 
historic route was being 
churned up by trailbikers 
and 4x4 drivers. 

After the Weekly News 
highlighted the damage to 
the wildlife corridor in May, 
officers at Cambridgeshire 
County Council have dec¬ 
ided to ban vehicles from 
the road in the winter when 
drivers used it as a muddy 
rally track. 

It follows calls from local 
farmers, ramblers and 
archaeologists to protect 


the ancient route, which is 
one of the few remaining 
Roman roads in the country 
and is a important corridor 
for nature and wildlife. 

Julia Napier, from Friends 
of the Roman Road and 
Fleam Dyke, said: “The 
Roman Road is a haven for 
many rare species of plants 
and flowers, which were 
being destroyed by these 
motor vehicles. 

“It’s also one of the oldest 
historical sites in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and it’s excell¬ 
ent to know it will be 
protected.” 

The group will now 
launch a booklet of long 
distance walks, including 
strolls along the Roman 
Road, in September after 
securing a lottery grant.

Kick-out man

When he appeared at Bury 
magistrates court last week, 
Decruze was sentenced to a 12- 
month community order, with a 
supervision requirement, and a 
six- month prohibited activity 
order. 

He was also ordered to pay £25 
towards the damage to the door 
and £275 towards the cost of the 
car repair. 

Sarah lane Atkins, prosecuting, 
told magistrates the offences arose 


from a falling-out between the two 
families when Decruze started a 
relationship with a 14-year-old girl 
in the other family, which they had 
tried to stop. 

Police were called to the family’s 
house in May after they were told 
Decruze had been kicking the 
front door in an attempt to get in 
and had also damaged a car, 
causing a dent in the bonnet and 
smashing the wing mirrors. 

In April, Decruze’s family 
received a harassment warning 
because of their behaviour 
towards the other family, and 
magistrates ordered that this 
should continue.

machines. And she’d just 
been diagnosed with a 
deadly blood clot. 

“I was just like: ‘Oh my 
god! Oh my GOD!”’ says 
Robyne. “I remember 
crying and saying: ‘But 
I’m fine, honestly There’s 
nothing wrong with me.’ 
They told me I had a 
pulmonary embolism 
and I didn’t even know 


what that was. 

“I was taken into 
intensive care and it was 
so frightening. I had heart 
monitors on and 
everything and they kept 
beeping - it was like 
being in an episode of 
Casualty or something. 

“The doctor kept telling 
me that I was very, very 
poorly, but it didn’t sink 
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In the pink: life isn’t back to normal, yet, for Robyne, but her wedding to Carl gave her a 

much-needed high. Picture: Warren Gunn 574101. 


in. In fact, it didn’t sink in 
for a long, long time.” 

To meet Robyne now- 
a bright and bubbly 
newlywed, who’s 
planning to train as a 
nurse - it’s scary to think 
she was once so ill. But, as 
the Impington girl 
explains, while she may 
seem happy and healthy 
on the surface, 
underneath she is still in 
turmoil. 

“Even now, a year and a 
half later, it is always on 
my mind,” admits 
Robyne. “I must have 
phoned the doctor a 
million times, afraid I had 
another clot. 

“I think about it every 
minute of every day, to be 
honest, and that’s not a 
nice way to live your life. 

“I still have some 
symptoms: my heart rate 
races and I struggle with 
certain things, like 
climbing a flight of stairs. 

I was warned that it 
would take a long time to 
recover, but I didn’t really 
believe it. 

“I didn’t decide to tell 
my story because I want 
people to feel sorry for 
me, to read it and think: 
‘That’s really sad.’ I 
decided to tell it because I 
want to raise awareness 


of blood clots and the 
impact they can have: I 
didn’t even know what a 
pulmonary embolism 
was - and it’s turned my 
entire life upside-down.” 

Robyne started to feel 
unwell in the January of 
2008. At the time, she was 
in her final year of teacher 
training at the University 
of East Anglia, Norwich. 

“There was this little 
hill, hardly a hill at all, 
really, which we had to 
walk up at uni,” she 
explains. “Whenever we 
walked up it, I got so 
short of breath I couldn’t 
talk to my friends; over 
time, that got worse and 
worse and worse. I didn’t 
think much of it, other 
than thinking I was 
seriously unfit.” 

By the February, 

Robyne was struggling to 
cope with the pressures of 
her course. Despite 
having dreamed of 
becoming a teacher all 
her life, she decided to 
quit-with just six 
months until graduation. 
“This sounds weird, but it 
was like I knew, deep 
down, something was 
wrong,” explains Robyne. 
“I came home one day 
really upset, saying I just 
couldn’t do it any more.” 


Robyne then started 
job-hunting. And, still 
convinced she was 
seriously unfit, she took 
up trampolining with a 
friend. 

“We’d been a couple of 
times and I was really 
enjoying it,” says Robyne. 
“Then, this one night in 
March, I only jumped up 
and down a couple of 
times and I felt like I 
couldn’t breathe. 

“Normally I laugh 
things off, rather than 
telling people how I 
actually feel. But I 
thought I was going to 
faint; I said I had to stop, 
had to get off 

Sitting on the floor, 
Robyne remembers her 
eyesight being blurry and 
feeling as if she was about 
to black out. Yet, after a 
few minutes’ rest, she 
recovered - and got back 
on the trampoline. 

When she got home 
that night, Robyne 
confided in her then 
fiance, Carl, now her 
husband. “I said to Carl: 
‘What’s wrong with me? 
Why won’t my body allow 
me to do anything?’ 

“On the Friday, I got out 
of bed, walked down the 
stairs and literally 


couldn’t breathe. It felt 
like I had a mountain of 
bricks on my chest. Or as 
if someone was holding a 
plastic bag over my 
mouth and I was trying to 
breathe through it. 

“I actually wasn’t 
scared. People are 
amazed when I say that, 
but I didn’t think it was 
anything particularly 
serious. I must be so 
thick! 

“I spent the day lying 
on the sofa feeling a bit 
sorry for myself, but I 
thought it was an 
infection or something - 
something that would 
just clear up.” 

By the Saturday, 
Robyne’s symptoms 
hadn’t improved. In fact, 
they had got far worse: 
she couldn’t even move 
her arm without her heart 
racing. 

Her mum, dad and Carl 
all said Robyne should 
see a doctor. But, not 
wanting to make a fuss, 
she said an early night 
was all she needed. Next 
morning, her symptoms 
had again got worse - and 
her mum insisted she call 
Camdoc, the out-of¬ 
hours service. 

Advised to come down 
to the clinic, Robyne was

doctor. Suspecting a 
pulmonary embolism - a 
potentially fatal blood clot 
in the lungs, lodged in an 
artery - the doctor called 
an ambulance. 

“I thought I’d be going 
home with some 
antibiotics and instead I 
was being taken to 
Addenbrooke’s,” 
remembers Robyne, with 
a shudder. “I was in shock; 
it was all a blur.” 

Given “millions of tests” 
in A and E, Robyne’s 
embolism was confirmed. 
In fact, scans showed 
multiple blood clots in her 
lungs - numerous small 
clots and one huge one, 
lodged in her pulmonary 
artery. 

Affecting the blood flow 
to her heart, that big clot 
could have killed Robyne. 
But, at the time, she didn’t 
believe she was so terribly 
ill. “They put me on 
oxygen which made me 
feel better straight away,” 
she explains. “And, as long 
as I wasn’t moving, I felt 
fine.” 

Moved to intensive 
care, Robyne admits it 
was touch and go for a 
while. Doctors prescribed 
total bed rest (she wasn’t 
even allowed to walk to 
the toilet) and two anti¬ 
clotting drugs. 

The medics couldn’t, 
adds Robyne, explain why 
she had developed the 
clots in the first place. She 
was not in a high-risk 
category - being young, 
otherwise fit and healthy 
and having no genetic 
predisposition. But 
doctors did suggest one 
possible cause: the 
contraceptive pill. 

“I went on it when I was 
17, when Carl and I got 
together,” explains 
Robyne. “Just like most 
girls my age, I didn’t think 
much about it. I’d been 
taking it for six years. The 
fact it could have caused 
all this is really, really 
scary.” 

After seven days in 
hospital, Robyne was 
allowed to go home - just 
in time for her 23rd 
birthday. Scans proved 
the small clots had 
dispersed, and the large 


clot had diminished. But 
doctors warned Robyne 
her body, in particular her 
heart, had been put under 
enormous strain and it 
would take a long time for 
her to recover. 

Determined to get back 
to normal, Robyne threw 
herself into planning her 
wedding to Carl: after a 
four-year engagement, 
they had booked their 
wedding for Valentine’s 
Day this year. 

“There was no way I 
was going to cancel it,” 
she adds. “After all that 
negativity, I needed 
something positive to 
work towards. And I’d 
always wanted to get 
married on Valentine’s 
Day - because I love 
hearts and everything 
pink and sparkly! It was a 
very pink and sparkly 
day.” 

The wedding was, 
continues Robyne, a real 
high point. But she says 
there have also been 
plenty of lows over the last 
year and a half. 

“I’ve been impossible to 
live with,” she says. “I 
couldn’t have coped 
without the support from 
my friends, family and my 
doctor, who’s been 
amazing. 

“I think I’ll always be 
worried about the clots 
coming back. And I beat 
myself up because I’m still 
not back to normal - 
physically or emotionally.” 


Robyne is still taking 
anti-clotting medication 
and expects to be on it for 
the rest of her life. Her 
heart has been left 
enlarged; doctors are 
currently investigating. 
And she is still unable to 
work or study, suffering 
with both breathlessness 
and a racing pulse. 

Robyne says people 
sometimes stare at her 
when she struggles to 
climb a flight of stairs in a 
shop or a pub. She says 
others, even friends, cross 
the road to avoid talking 
to her, afraid, she 
suspects, of saying the 
wrong thing. 

Robyne would also like 
to have a family - but 
knows pregnancy 
increases the risk of blood 
clots. 

“Life isn’t back to 
normal,” admits Robyne. 
“But, in a weird way, I 
don’t regret this 
experience. It’s made me 
appreciate life a lot more. 
It’s made me realise that 
Carl must really, really 
love me, to have 
supported me through all 
this. And it’s inspired me 
to train as a nurse - I’m 
hoping to start next year. 

“I know, from my own 
experience, that life can 
be tough. But I would 
advise everyone to take 
each day as it comes, try 
to stay positive and keep 
on smiling. You have to 
smile, don’t you?” 


Stop the clot 


ROBYNE supports 
Lifeblood: The Thrombosis 
Charity-and even runs a 
youth support service to 
help her fellow blood clot 
victims cope. 

The charity is working to 
raise awareness of both 
deep vein thrombosis (a 
blood clot in a vein) and 
pulmonary embolism (a 
clot which lodges in an 
artery in the lungs). A 
thrombosis can lead to an 
embolism and one in 10 
people who develop a 
pulmonary embolism will 
die if it is left untreated. 

Robyne is keen to warn 


people of the symptoms of 
both deep vein thrombosis 
(DVT) and embolisms. 

The most common 
symptoms of DVT are pain, 
tenderness and swelling in 
the leg, usually the calf. 
The main symptoms of 
pulmonary embolism are 
shortness of breath and 
chest pain. 

“If you get any of these 
symptoms, don’t do what I 
did and wait,” urges 
Robyne. “Call the doctor 
straight away.”

WOULDN’T it be amazing if 
we really could travel through 
time? Well, thanks to staff at 
Audley End, families can take 
a tour right through the ages 
this summer-as far as 
World War II, the Victorian era 
and even prehistoric times... 

Staff at the English Heritage 
property, near Saffron Walden, 
launched Time Travellers Go this 
week: a special summer club open 
to children aged 5 to 12, it’s a 
chance to venture back into the past. 

Throughout the school holidays, 
Audley End will be hosting a series of 
themed events, each whisking 
visitors back to a different era. 

Little time travellers will be given a 
passport to the past. For every era 
they visit, they will win a sticker; at 
the end, if their passport is full, they 
will win a Time Travellers Go 
backpack. 

Time Travellers Go: Archaeology 
is the first destination. Running until 
Sunday, it’s a chance to hunt for 
prehistoric treasures. Children can 
take part in a mini archaeological 
dig, race against time to rescue a 
precious relic from an obstacle 
course and solve a series of clues to 
work out who’s buried in the Audley 
End grounds. 

Then, from August 5 to 9, it will be 
Time Travellers Go: World War II. A 
whole range of child-friendly 
activities will be on offer. Kids will be 
able to learn about secret codes and 
signalling systems, tour an air raid 
shelter and make their very own tank 
to take home. 


Next on the agenda is Time 
Travellers Go: Crime and 
Punishment.

Hawks will be flying high in the 
sky over Audley End from August 19 
to 23 as part of Time Travellers Go: 
Food and Falcons. Visitors will be 
able to meet a Victorian gardener, get 
busy setting some terrifying traps for 
garden pests, and watch both hawks 
and falcons in flight. There will also 
be a chance for budding gardeners to 
plant some seeds of their own to take 
home, while food fanatics can take a 


tour of the Audley End kitchens. 

The last themed event, running 
from August 26 to 28, is Time 
Travellers Go: Secrets and Spies. 
Billed as “a day of clue cracking and 
cipher decoding”, it’s designed as a 
training academy for super sleuths. 
Kids can learn about disguises, get 
tips on becoming a top spy and even 
have a go at a spot of espionage. 

All children are welcome to take 
part in the Time Travellers Go events, 
which will run from 11 am until 5pm 
daily. Normal admission prices apply 
(£10.70 for adults, £9.10 for 
concessions and £5.40 for children). 
To join in the Time Travellers Go 
activities, an additional £1 will be 
charged on admission for each child 
over the age of 5.
